ing the winter months, but this pro- 
cess was found to he too slow to be 
worth while. Fuel manufacture there- 
fore was dropped until 
this 
week. 


when the storage sheds are being 
filled. It is expected that, an average 
of three dry days will be required to 
draw enough moistun? from the*fuel 
to make it ready for storage. 


Filled with Water . 
' 


Converting peat into a. usable state 


means the remox-al of the water, of 
which it usually contains 80 to 95 
per cent. The raw peat is loaded into 
dump cars which operate on tracks 
built into the swamp where the men 
are working. 
These are drawn by 


cable to a large storage shed 
and 


dumped. Hero the. peat is shovelled 
on to a conveyer and carried to a ma- 
chine called 
a 'disintegrator. 
Here 


the fnte \vntcr is extracted by rollers 
running at differet speeds which brenk 
down the structure. 
From here it 


goes to a pug mill, in which it is 
churned up and worked into a plastic 
mass. 


Pent is made up of minute cells, 


with water contained in each. A pro- 
cess that would break J.h*se cells is 
wh&t h*a puztled most men who have 


tried to convert it into fuel. This is 
accomplished by a compound grinder, 
the next machine ii» the process. Pffw- 
erful rollers grind the peat into a fine 
mass. 
From here it passes into an 


auger press which forces it through 
three tubes tapering from 4 inches to 
openings at their end 3 inches in diam- 
eter. 
A roller automatically 
breaks 


off these round sections in pieces about 
three inches in length. 


Ton Every Hour 


The pieces fall 
on 
small 
racks 


known as pallets. These are carried 
on a conveyer belt to the drying shed 
and placed on racks. The sides of the 
shed are raised to admit the warm air. 
The racks hold 52 tons of these wet 
chunks ot peat. They dry in about 
three days, and are then ready for use 
as fuel. One ton an hour is the min- 
imum capacity. Peat partially dried 
before use in summer goes through 
much faster. The dry fuel is dumped 
into small cars and carried to an ele- 
vator, which conveys it to large stor- 
age lofts about the plant. 
Automatic 


conveyors carry the peat from one 
machine to another. 


Peat fuel produced in this manner 


possesses an average of 9.000 heat un- 
its, making it equal in heat value to 
best grades of soft coal. 
The best 


grade of»hard coal is said to average 
from 12,000 to 13,000 b. t. u. Peat 
fuel burns up completely with very 
litte smoke or ash and forms no soot 
or clinkers and does not corrode iron. 
No arrangements have been made for j 
marketing this product and it is pos-' 
sible that all fuel made for the pres- 
ent will be used for drying fertilizer. 


A Different Process 


To make fertilizer the raw peat is 


put through the disintegrator, 
but 


does not go any further in the ma- 
chine processes used for fuel. It pass- 
es from this machine to galvanized 
cylindrical dryers 3 feet in diameter 
and 12 feet long. These have double 
drums and contain a series of disks 
which keep the peat from settling into 
3. heavy mass as the cylinders revolve. 
A blower forces heat through the dry- 
ers from a furnace. The peat passes 
through one cylinder into a mixing 
room. In this ground and dried state 


it is called mull and can b« sold to fer- 
tilizer companies to be mixed with oth- 
er ingredients. 
It forms 50 per cent 


of the fertilizer. 
The company 
in- 


tended to market it in this way at 
first but found it more profitable to 
prepare the complete fertilizer here. 
The mull therefore is mixed with 40 
per cent of kiln-dried lime* rock pul- 
verized as finely as talcum powder: 
5 per cent hydrated lime, and 5 per 
cent slag. It then goes 
through a 


grinder and receives a second drying 
in the other cylinder. 


This combination gives a soil tonic 


second to none 'because it will do its 
work for years. The lime rock pre- 
vents it from souring soil in which 
there is acid. 
Properly prepared, it 


will contribute 5 per cen'. of nitrogen 
to soil, one of the moot necessary ele- 
ments in har<iy plant growth. It will 
keep up this function for years. Gov- 
ernment experimenters have followed 
peat for 14 years and found that it 
still gave nitrogen to the 
soil. 
Its 


black color makes it absorb heat, and 
soils to which it is applied, become 
easily workable because the body of 
the fertilizer always is there. Its wa- 
ter holding qualities are great. The 
moisture forced out in the machine 
processes seems to be drawn back into 
it again when placed in the ground, 
thuslveeping the soil thoroughly moist 
during a drought. 


A large amount of fertilizer is await- 


ing shipment at the plant now, and 
quantities already have been sold to 
several farming communities. 
It is 


sold at retail to farmers in this local- 
ity, and is the first peat product suc- 
cessfully marketed. The plant is cap- 
able of producing from 20 to 25 tons 
of fertilizer an hour. 


Generates Gas 


Gas producing qualities of Outa- 


gamie county peat were demonstrated 
by Mr. Willmarth to a press repre- 
sentative who visited the, plant. Us- 
ing a small retort, he placed orie and 
a half Bounds of completed peat fuel 
in the container. 
A fire was built 


beneath and within a few minutes gas 
was coming out of a jet. connected to 
a small water tank through which the 
fumes were purified. 
Mr. Willmarth 


-ignited 'the escaping gas and produced 
a steady flame for 40 minutes. This 
flame came from an opening a quarter 
of an 
inch 
in diameter, emitting 


enough gas to keep all the burners 
and oven of a gas range going for a 
like period, yet requiring only 1 1-2 
pounds of peat fuel. About an ounce 
of tar accumulated during the test 
and a quart of tar water remained, 
which contains ammonia, methyl alco- 
hol and bases for several other drugs.

In 
the fuel container remained charcoal 
much superior to that obtained from 
wood, and with a high heat value. 


This 
smaJl 
scale 
demonstration 


showed the possibilities of peat as a 
gas supply. The sale OL by-products 
would easily pay expenses and leave 
the gas revenue as clear profit, should 
the gas be sold for domestic use. 
It 


can also be produced with equipment 
which consumes the peat entirely, and 
this gas can be used to operate inter- 
nal combustion engines. 
Mr. 
Will- 


marth expects to install retorts to 
produce gas enough to run all the peat 
converting machiners' in the plant. 
One ton of air dried peat will make 
from 10.000 to 15,000 cubic feet of 
gas of a heat value of 750 to 1,000 
b. t. u. 


Attracts Attention 


Wold-wide attention has been drawn 


to the plant of Appleton Peat Pro- 
ducts company and to the work of 
Mr. Willmarth. Inquiries have been 
received recently from South America. 
England. Poland and Canada, and any 
number of peat bog owners in 
the 


United States ha.ve asked particulars 
about the machinery and processes in 
use here. A number of visitors have 
examined the plant and many others 
have been waiting for the plant to op- 
erate folly before coming. Peat has 
been used for fuel for many years in 
Europe, but never in the 
practical 


form made possible here. It has been 
almost a life-time task for Mr. Will- 
marth. and he feels confident that he 
is soon to reap the rewards of pioneer- 
ing in a field 
which skeptics have 


avoided for years.

It is expected that an average 
of throe dry days will be required to 
draw enough moisture from the'fuel 
to make it ready for storage.

Converting peat into a usable state 


means the removal of the water, of 
which it usually contains 80 to 95 
per cent. The raw peat is loaded into 
dump cars which operate on tracks 
built into the swamp where the men 
are working. 
These are drawn by 


cable to a large storage shed 
and 


dumped. Here the peat is shovelled 
on to n conveyer and carried to a ma- 
chine, called a "disintegrator. 
Here 


tho fr«e water is extracted by rollers 
running at clifferet speeds which break 
down the structure. 
From here it 


goes to a pug mill, in which it is 
churned up and worked into a plastic 
mass. 


Pent is made up of minute cells, 


with water contained in each. A pro- 
cess that, would break these cells is 
whit has puzzled moet men who have 


tried to convert it into fuel. This is 
accomplished by a compound grinder, 
the next machine ill the process. Pffvv- 
erful rollers grind the peat into a fine 
mass. 
From here it passes into an 


.auger press which forces it through 
three tubes tapering from 4 inches to 
openings at their end 3 inches in diam- 
eter. 
A roller automatically breaks 


off these round sections in pieces about 
three, inches in length. 


Ton Every Hour 


The pieces fall 
on 
small 
racks 


known as pallets. These are carried 
on a conveyer belt to the drying shed 
and placed on racks. The sides of the 
shed are raised to admit the warm air. 
The racks hold 52 tons of these wet 
chunks of. peat. They dry in about 
three days, and are then ready for use 
as fuel. One ton an hour is the min- 
imum capacity. 
Peat partially dried 


before use in summer goes through 
much faster. The dry fuel is dumped 
into small cars and carried to an ele- 
vator, which conveys it to large stor- 
age lofts about the plant. 
Automatic 


conveyors carry the peat from one 
machine to another. 


Peat fuel produced in this manner 


possesses an average of 9.000 heat un- 
its, making it equal in heat value to 
best grades of soft coal. 
The best 


grade of»hard coal is said to average 
from 12.000 to 13,000 b. t. u. Peat 
fuel burns up completely with very 
litte smoke or ash and forms no soot 
or clinkers and does not corrode iron. 
No arrangements have been made for 
marketing this product and it is pos- 
sible that all fuel made for the pres- 
ent will be used for drying fertilizer. 


A Different Process 


To make fertilizer the raw peat is 


put through the disintegrator, 
but 


does not go any further in the ma- 
chine processes used for fuel. It pass- 
es from this machine to galvanized 
cylindrical dryers 3 feet in diameter 
and 12 feet long. These have double 
drums and contain a series of disks 
which keep the peat from settling into 
a heavy mass as the cylinders revolve. 
A blower forces heat through the dry- 
ers from a furnace. The peat passes 
thfough one cylinder into a mixing 
room. In this ground and dried state 


it is called mull aad can be sold to fer- 
tilizer companies to be mixed with oth- 
er ingredients. It forms 50 per cent 
of the fertilizer. The company 
in- 


tended to market it in this way at 
first but found it more profitable to 
prepare the complete fertilizer here. 
The mull therefore is mixed with 40 
per cent of kiln-dried lime rock pul- 
verized as finely as talcum powder: 
5 per cent hydra ted lime, and 5 per 
cent slag. 
U then goes 
through a 


grinder and receives a second drying 
in the other cylinder. 


This combination gives a noil tonic 


second to none 'because it will do its 
work for years. The lime rock pre- 
vents it from souring soil in which 
there is acid. 
Properly prepared, it 


will contribute 6 per cen'. of nitrogen 
to soil, one of the most necessary ele- 
ments in hardy plant growth. It will 
keep up this function for years. Gov- 
ernment experimenters have followed 
peat for 14 years and found that it 
still gave nitrogen to the 
soil. 
Its 


black color makes it absorb heat, and 
soils to wbjch it is applied become 
easily workable because the body of 
the fertilizer always is there. Its wa- 
ter holding qualities are great. The 
moisture forced out in the machine 
processes seems to be drawn back into 
it again when placed in the ground, 
thus "keeping the soil thoroughly moist 
during a drought. 


A large amount of fertilizer is await- 


ing shipment at the plant now, and 
quantities already have been sold to 
several farming communities. 
It is 


sold at retail to farmers in this local- 
ity, and is the first peat product suc- 
cessfully marketed. The plant is cap- 
able of producing from 20 to 25 tons 
Of fertilizer an hour.

by Mr. "Willmarth to a press repre- 
sentative who visited the, plant. Us- 
ing a small retort, he placed one and 
a half-pounds of completed peat fuel 
in the container.

NOT A RELIGIOUS ISSUE 


The English have made another move 


(o conciliate Ireland by appointing a 
Catholic. Lord Edmund Bernard Talbot. 
as lord lieutenant and governor of Ire- 
land. This shows that England does not 
yet understand tie Irish question in i£@ 
' fundamentals. 


Sinn Fein republicans have'repeatedly 


pointed out that the Irish question is not 
a religious issue. The Irish question is * 
political question, just as whatever there 
is of India's desire for independence is 
not a question of Brahmanism or Moham- 
medanism. 


There are many Protestants as well as 


Catholics in the leadership of th« forces 
fighting for Irish independence. The sit- 
uation in Ireland cannot be solved by a 
change in the personnel at Dublin castle. 
That, has been tried countless, times in the 
centuries during which the Irish have 
fought for self-government. 


The fundamental feeling among the 


Irish, barring a negligible minority, is that 
they constitute a nation with the. right to 
self-determination. The issue is political, 
not religious. 


MANDATES 


It would be greatly regretted if the dif- 


ferences between this government and that 
of Great Britain over certain mandates, 
especially the British mandate in Mesopo- 
tamia, should degenerate into a controver- 
sy over oil. The principle on which Secre- 
tary Colby stood was that the country that 
held mandates was a trustee for the peo- 
ple whose territory was administered un- 
der the mandate. That certainly was the 
idea of the peace conference in adopting 
the mandate 'system. If it is sound, the 
mandatory power ought never to make a 
profit out of its trust. It acts, not for it- 
self, but as agent of the league of nations. 


In his reply to the Colby note, the Brit- 


ish foreign secretary. Lord Curzon. argues 
that the American contention for equality 
of treatment of the citizens of all nations 
in mandate territory is "scarcely consist- 
ent" with the attitude of the American 
government toward American oil interests 
in Mexico. The idea se«ms to make a point 
of this supposed inconsistency. 
But we 


hold no mandate in Mexico, and are sim- 
ply asking that an independent sovereign- 
tv deal fairly with American interests. 
We are not the governing authority in 
Mexico. Great Britain, on the contrary, 
is governing Mesopotamia under a man- 
date. And the question is whether it shall 
use its power, as ma-ndatory to further 
British interests as against the inter- 
ests of other states. ~ 
, 


However, Ix>rd Curzon insists that his 


government is not seeking a monopoly, 
and declares that it agrees with the Amer- 
ican contention that the world's oil re- 
sources should be open for development 
without reference to nationality. As we 
understand" it. Secretary Colby's idea was 
that there should be no closed doors in 
mandated territory. 
If that is also the 


British position, nothing more can be 
asked.

JafMUt and England Willing 


So far as naval programs are con- 


cerned, only England, Japan and the 
United States would need to confer, 
for they are the only naval powers 
now. 
But ag other nations would feel 


slighted if left out the the delibera- 
tions it is probable that a, conference 
would include them also. 


Both, Japan and England have sug- 


gested that they would welcome a 
chance to limit naval progress. Jap- 
anese statesmen have expressed a de- 
sire to see their navy reduced to a 
minimum that would still enable Jap- 
an to protect her coasts. As far back 
as 1913, England asked for an agree- 
ment to reduce 
naval expenditures, 


but Germany, 
then a naval power, 


would not consider it. 
When 
Sir 


Philip Gibbs was asked his opinion as 
to England's present view on accept- 
ing an invitation to a Disarmament 
conference, he said that England is 
divided into factions regarding dis- 
armament, but "there is no doubt 
that the great mass of the English 
people would bring pressure on the 
Government to accept such a decision, 
and the entire strength of the labor 
and liberal parties in England would 
be brought in on that side." 


The objection to a conference and 


agreement is that there is the danger 
of one conferee not playing fair. It is 
still remembered how Napoleon at 
Jena limited Prussia, to an army of 
42,000 men, and how the Prussians 
kept to the letter of the demand. The 
joker was that the Prussians enlisted 
42,000 men at a time and trained them 
quickly and intensively, and then dis- 
charged them to enlist another quota, 
so that when Napoleon next met the 
Prussians in battle a huge, well pre- 
pared army rose up to the attack. 


That this sort of thing could oc- 


cur again no one will deny, though it 
wonld perhaps be hard to build a 
navy In secret. The committee also 
counters by saying that nations, like 
individuals, must trust others some- 
times.

The Problem of Income Taxation 
I am going to comply with the re- 


quest to describe the very keen legis- 
lature fight which was necessary in 
order to place our state income tax 
law upon the statute books. I have 
decided to do so not simply because 
the aet has come to be of nation wio*-= 
interest but because the details of its 
passage, will make clear s^pie of the 
trials and tribulations which often bc- 
KCt a reasonably just measure while 
in the process of becoming a statute. 


Ten years have elapsed since the 


present income tax law was'enacted 
and not a low of those taking active 
part in its support or opposition have 
passed from active political life. Vet, 
the story of this intense struggle has 
never been told. A scries of circum- 
stances brought the author of these 
articles into such intimate relation 
with the, facts that they arc still fresh 
in memory. The details he has on file, 
but will present here only those of 
general interest. 


Income had long been recognized as 


a most just mcasuro of taxpaying 
ability. But so completely had Amer- 
ican states failed in their varied at- 
tempts to levy an income tax Unit 
many, including expert, had con- 
cluded that such a tax could not be 
made to succeed. 


Yet, political leaders had long found 


the advocacy of an income tax to be 
popular with the common people. Some 
contend that this popularity is due to 
a desire to cscapa taxation by shift- 
ing the burden to the shoulders of the 
rich; others contend that it is due to 
a keen sense of justice which causes 
them to accept net 
income as the 


most just measure of one's ability to 
contribute to the support of the stato. 
Undoubtedly, it is the latter reason 
that has made the tar so popular with 
the students of finance. 


Be the cause what it may the cam- 


paign of 1908 found both political par- 
ti-ss of Wisconsin promising the peo- 
ple a state income tax. In the legis- 
lative session of 1!>09 several attempts 
were made to enact a law but without 
success. The seriousness of the task 
which sought to shift the basis of 
taxpaying ability from property to in- 
come had become apparent. There- 
fore, a special committee was appoint- 
ed to prepare a measure to be submit- 
ted at the next session of the legis- 
lature. 


The committee 
presented its bill 


early in tb2 session of 1911. It proved 
to be very imperfectly drawn. The 
defects were especially emphasized at 
a public hearing hold by tho joint 
committee 
having 
the measure in 


charge. At such a meeting any one— 
friend or foe 
to tho measure—may 


speak. Several joined the lobbyists in 
opposing the measure. The author of 
these articles having recently made an 
intensive study of the income tax laws 
in the other statos of the Union had 
been nsked to appear and give his 
opinion on it. He did so. The many 
objections presented to the bill caused 
its denth. Th5 opposition' to income 
taxation rejoiced greatly. 


A few da,vs after the hearing t»r. 


Oharl** McCarthy 
on behalf of the 


committee reqflMtad the author to se- 


cure a leavo of absence from his re- 
gular duties and assist the committee 
in drafting a new measure. The se- 
riousness of the undertaking and bit- 
terness of the opposition to income 
taxation caused him to hesitate. Hut 
a declaration that the party pledge 
would be fulfilled with some sort of 
income tax law accompanied by a plea 
to assist in making it the best law pos- 
sible reenforced by an appeal to pa- 
triotic "'duty—most effective in pearo 
as woll as m war—brought a promise 
to comply with the request. 


Governor McGovern wsis asked, "Ho 


you wish the law of some other stato 
modified to meet our conditions or rio 
you wish a new law to be built up"" 
By doing the former the party pledge 
could be fulfilled—and also the ditch 
into which we would fall could be lo- 
cated, for no state law had succeed- 
ed. The latter palic would at least 
give a new experience. 
The gover- 


nor's reply commands our respect. 
"Draft a new law." The request vras 
most gratifying becaus-3 of its cha.1- 
len.ce. 


But scores 
of different problems 


arose 
immediately. The law must 


conform toihe rules of taxation or it 
will be declared unconstitutional by 
the courts. It must be made as just 
as possible to prevent its enemies from 
accomplishing its defeat. Indeed, the 
act must be so just that the more the 
limelight is turned upon it the moro 
fully will it meet with popular ap- 
proval. 


Ths many kinds of income coming 


from the greatest variety of sources 
in this and other states and indeed in 
foreign countries must be so carefully 
defined as to" ensure justice. The de- 
ductions for legitimate expanses in ac- 
quiring this income must be defined 
exactly. Those of individuals must be 
distinguished from those of corpora- 
tions. The proper exemption must be 
allowed individuals. Why allow none 
to corporations? A just, tax rate must 
be determined. Should it be propor- 
tional or progressive? 
Should it b« 


the same for individuals and corpor- 
ations or different? And why? 


Provisions must 
be made for ef- 


fectively administering the law. How 
shall returns be made? Should the tax 
upon corporations 
be assessed the 


same as the tax upon individuals? How 
should the taxable income be deter- 
mined? How can individuals and cor- 
porations ba induced or compelled to 
report" their entire 
taxable income. 


Here's the nib. How should the tax 
be collected and apportioned among 
the political units needing it? These 
and scores 
of other 
questions 
far 


reaching in their consequences had 
to bo answered.
